Hufus Choale. 


Since the death of Webster, thcie has 


been no man who has died, who is so uni- 
versally Snd so sincerely mou:ncd as Hufus 
Choate. The newspapers of the South and 
West this day, and for days to come, will 
be filled with warm eulogies lo his mem- 
ory fresh from the heart. II is was no Bos- 
ton fame merely. The influence he exert- 
ed upon the public mind was.not confined 
to Massachusetts or to New England ; but 
it was as wide and as broad as the country, 
and from one end of it to the other will go 
a thrill of sorrow when the sad announce, 
ment, Rufus Choate is dead, falls upon the 
ear. 


The loss that has been sustained by this 


death has been the prominent topic of con- 
Tersation since the sudden telegraphic de- 
spatch fromHalifax was made pu'jIie.Tliurs. 
day morning. 
We have heard several 


individuals express their profound regret 
that they had never heard this celebrated 
advocate, nor ever even seen him. To 
those who 
were 
accustomed 
to 


him almost daily, and to whose ears his 
voice was a familiar sound, it seems strange 
to hear Bostoninns—knowing as all do how 
frequently and extensively Mr. Choate was 
before the public—say they have neither 
heard or seen him. To such, let us en- 
rlearbr to sketch his appearance. 


For some years post, it hab been his 


habit of passing up Williams Court, on 
his way from his residence to the Court 
House.

Mr. Choate practiced the virtue—it ii s 


virtue—of early rising, and it wao his cus- 
tom to take long and rapid walks while 
the dew was yet upon the ground. There 
are ninny whose avocations require them 
to be stirring early, who can recollect how 
frequently tlfey used to see him passing up 
Washirgton.street to the neck, or around 
and across the Common, the Public Gar- 
den and on the Mill Dam, with a pace al^ 
most as, rapid as that of an Indian runner. 


We have spoken of Mr. Choate's nerv- 


ousness. 
It manifested itselt singularly. 


On those occasions with which he was fa- 
miliar, that if, when called upon to make 
an address, it would take possession of him. 
But on occasions where the courage and 
nerves of a man are most severely tried, he 
was self-possessed, calm and all himself. 
A notable illustra lion of this fact occurred 
at Lowell. 
Mr. Choate was 10 deliver a 


political 
address 
in 
Huntington Hall. 


The hall was crowded to excefs, among 
whom were several hundred ladies. As 
the orator.proceeded, the audience stamp- 
ed their applause, when suddenly a crash 
was heard and the floor of the hall gave 
way bodily, at. least six to eight inches 
Consternation and 
confusion 
prevailed. 


Bj judicious care, the hall was emptied of 
its living load and a fearful accident was 
averted, for it was afterwards found-that 


f?a. 
Jety depended solely upon a single and 


frail supporting rod. 
Amid this scene of 


wild excitement. Mr. Choate was calm, 
and possessed, and by his counsels prevent- 
ed the multitude from crowding to the out- 
lets of the hall, a natural movement on 
the part of a terrified people, but one 
which might have proved fatal.
